If they meet any of our people beyond the encampment into their woods they hand-fix 
them with their spears, roast them and make a very delicious repast, etc. ; we have 
penetrated not 20 miles into the country, so little can be guessed as to the number of 
the natives or its natural productions, etc.” 

This refers to Port Jackson ami its vicinity. Then referring to Norfolk Island — 
colonized by Governor King, contains about 1,100 persons—consisting of the “refuse 
of England.” all industrious, harvest promising abundance, and a variety of other 
matter connected with the daily occupation of the settlers.

Very rare; sound and perfect copies of this curious volume of 
early English poetry being very seldom met with. 

John Heywood was one of the oldest English dramatists. He died 
abroad a few years after Queen Elizabeth’s coronation. This allegorical 
poem in octaves is an early precursor of Dryden’s Hind and Panther , 
and is interesting for its connexion with the changes taking place in 
England in the matter of religion. The Spiders were emblems of the 
Reformers and the Flies were the English Catholics. The maid who, 
in the pictures and in the text, sweeps the windows clear of spiders 
and flies, is represented to be “ our sufferaigne Ladie, Queene Marie, 
and maide.” In his obscure parable, the author hints at one spider 
who took his death meekly and craved forgiveness for his sins. 

The book is a striking example of English skill in wood-engraving 
at the middle of the sixteenth century; all the illustrations being 
executed with perfect knowledge of design. They comprise, 1 double 
page cut, 52 full-page (including the repeated portrait of Heywood), 
and 72 smaller ones; making 125 in all, besides numerous woodcut 
ornaments.

authorship and date, but was probably written about the beginning of 
the fifteenth century. The writer of the prologue speaks as if he merely 
corrected the language of an older original, but this was evidently a 
mere fabrication. It is only the origin of the hero which connects the 
romance with those of the Round Table. The chief battles it recounts 
are all between Christians and Saracens, and amongst the prominent 
characters is a goblin dwarf. The title of the above volume bears the 
words “ nouvellement imprime,” but there is no record of any earlier 
edition than this, which is equally remarkable for its rarity, and its 
condition as a beautiful specimen of typography.

The famons volume which has been known for the greater portion of 
n century as the Prayer-book of Maximilian I is divided between the public 
libraries of Munich and Besan^r. The former contains the more important 
fragment, adorned with marginal drawings by Albrecht Diirer and Lucas 
Cranach ; the decorations of the Besancon portion are by Albrecht Altdorfer, 
Hans Balduug, Joig Bren, Hans Burgmair, and Hans Diirer, brother of the 
more celebrated Albrecht. 

It was formerly believed that this specially illustrated copy of the book 
was intended for the personal use of the Emperor and that the plain arid 
unadorned copies of the book, of which four are known to exist, were merely 
by-products or proofs, marking a stage in the completion of the unique and 
magnificent book of devotion. But Dr. Karl Giehlow, who has devoted years 
of study to the literary and artistic schemes of Maximilian, shows that though 
the Prayer-book may retain its traditional name in the sense that Maximilian 
superintended every detail of its production, and was actually author of many 
of the prayers it contains, it was evolved out of an earlier MS. prayer-book, 
part of which was written about 1486, the date of Maximilian’s election as 
King of the Romans, prayers by different scribes being added later. It is 
throughout of an intimate character and reflects the Emperor’s personal 
experiences, and the points in which it difFers from the printed book bear 
witness to the different end which the latter was intended to serve. 

The project of a printed prayer-book seems to have arisen about 1508. the 
date of the Emperor’s coronatiou, and of his scheme for a crusade against the 
Turks. Maximilian was then keenly interested in the revival and extension 
of the Military Order of St. George, which was intended especially to engage 
in warfare against the infidels on the eastern border of the empire. It was 
for the use of this order and of the numerous lay confraternities associated 
with it that Maximilian ordered the Prayer-book to be printed. At the 
beginning of 1515, when the text of the book itself was printed, Maximilian 
sent out a copy in loose sheets, divided into various parcels, which were 
distributed among the leading draughtsmen on wood of the day (it being 
intended to have woodcut borders to its pages, as in the French Horce , etc.). 
The largest share fell to Diirer, who was assisted, busy as he was with his 
preparations for the Triumphal Arch, by his brother Hans. It was in 
accordance with Maximilian’s usual practice to have a finished drawing in 
colours of every one of his projected woodcut publications prepared for his 
approval, before the actual drawing on the blocks was commenced. The most 
natural place for such a coloured drawing in this case would be on the margins 
of the book itself, so that the Emperor could judge of the effect of the designs 
in situ. Though the Emperor evidently wished this trial copy to be prepared 
with the utmost speed, there is no evidence that any progress was made with 
the cutting of the blocks. Like nearly all the Emperor’s literary projects, the 
Prayer-book remained abortive at his death. 

Dr. Giehlow has devoted much of his time and industry for years past to 
superintending the preparation of a facsimile of the entire book, including not 
only the Munich and Besancon drawings, but also the whole of the unornamented 
pages. The Austrian and Prussian Governments have shown their apprecia¬ 
tion of the undertaking by subsidizing it, but the expense incurred has, 
notwithstanding, been very great. Every possible care has been taken to 
produce a faithful facsimile, and it w r ill be issued shortly.
